Soviet newspapers reduced tbe coverage given to the Cuban situation* 
ESphatls turned oore toward the necessity for p rev e nting var and played 
down sosevbat the "International Indignation" caused bar the Aserlean 
quarantine action* All Soviet papers for October 27 carried the October 25 
cassags of U Shent to Khrushchev and ecghaslsed the "favorable" Soviet and 
foreign reaction to Khrushchev's previous passages to Bertrand Bussell end 
U Thent* Scea added details concerning TO charges over Cuban cdsslle 
bases was also given along with the reply that the photographs were 
"obviously forged by CIA." On October 28 It appeared that the Soviet' press 
was trying to shift attention froa Cuba to TO bases throughout the world 
while the military threat of the Cuban situation was played down* At the 
sane tlss Pravda and Izvestlya questioned whether the Bolted States was 
"preparing a new adventure" against Cuba under cover of the OAS or the 
1ST* Soviet dceestle propaganda In tbe period between the Khrushchev 
letter off earing to swap bases la Cubs for TO bases la TuAey and his 
following letter of October 20 guaranteeing to dlsnsatle rocket bases la 
Cuba was of a tine-carkisg character with ao cention of the President's 
rejection of the sway proposal* The Turkey-Cuba swap was not pushed 
either la the press or la doosstle radio broadcasts* Bringing out the . 
apparent confusion of acea Soviet propaganda organs during this period* 
one Soviet ccoasntator characterised as "hncksterlsh" the Cube-Turicey 
swap proposal scee twelve hours after Khrushchev had proposed it. 

October 29 Soviet newspapers featured Khmshrttev's October 28 "dlsirentllng" 
offer and stressed the unairtnons support of the Soviet people for his "wise 
policy" which "finds a way to avert the threat of tberBoauelesr war*" She 
feelings of "isnease relief sad satisfaction" throughout Western Europe and 
the United States as a result of the dismantling offer were also stressed 
end Khrushchev cast la the role of a peace aaker*

carried on the doasatio broadcasts of Radio Moscow*) Pravda stated that
